Britain's latest budget was dismissed by 
many commentators as boring. A week after 
its unveiling, it still does not look like a 
dramatic contribution toward better eco- 
nomic health in a country dogged by severe 
unemployment, a shaky currency and a long 
history of bad labor relations. 

Nigel Lawson, the chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, docs not aim at any sort of Keynes- 
jan reflation. Extrapolating from his own 
estimates, it is hard to see unemployment 
falling this year from the present three to 
four million, or around 13 percent of the 
labor foree. The aim is to reduce the budget 
deficit, instead of pushing it up in Reaganite 
fashion to create more demand and jobs.
